Moderator Bernard J. Stock convened the meeting to order at 7:30 P.M. and 
declared a recess until all voters were in the auditorium. 


At 7:50 P.M. Moderator Stock called the meeting to order and the Town Clerk 
read the warrant and return. 


Article 1: On a motion duly made and seconded it was unanimously 
to create a Regional School Study Committee consisting of not more than nine 
members; two of whom shall be current members of the School Committee, one 
of whom shall be the Superintendent of Schools, one member of the Finance 
Committee, one member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the Planning 
Board and three of whom shall be from the community at large, to be appointed 
by the Town Moderator, which shall be charged with exploring the advantages 
and disadvantages to Hopedale available from regionalizing it's schools with 
a neighboring community, or communities, and which shall report back to the 
Town no later than the Annual Town Meeting of April 1989. 


Article 2: On a motion by Benjamin F. Phillips duly seconded it was 
unanimously voted to pass over this article. 


Article 3: On a motion duly made and seconded this article to amend the 
Town By-Laws under Garbage-Rubbish and Disposal, was brought onto the floor 
for debate. A lengthy discussion ensued explaining the rational behind the 
article and several questions were answered by the proponants of this article. 


Various town officials express their opinions on the article and on the 
history of Laurelwood. After the Moderator was satisfied that all interested 
parties had been heard the article was put to a standing vote. The article 
as before the voters was as follows:

The Town of Hopedale, and all its applicable 
Boards and Departments, as described in Paragraph 1, hereunder, 
shall take any and all actions required, including executing 
all necessary and proper contracts to provide for the 
implementation of this By-Law by its effective date. 


3. This By-Law shall not be funded by a user or separate fee levied 
against any unit owners, property owners, or residents unless 
said fee is a uniform non-discriminatory fee. 


This article passed on a standing vote of 231 in favor and 44 opposed. 


Article 4: A motion was duly made and seconded that the Town vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 for the purpose of implementing 
Article 3 of this Special Town Meeting (the amendment creating Chapter XIV: 
Garbage-Rubbish Removal and Disposal of the Town of Hopedale By-Laws) and 
moved that the Town vote to require and authorize the Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Health, and any and all other applicable Boards or Departments 
within the Town of Hopedale with jurisdiction over the contracting, providing, 
collecting, and/or the ultimate disposing of garbage, rubbish, and/or trash 
to execute all necessary and proper agreements and documents for the purpose 
of implementing Article 3 of this Special Town Meeting as described herein. 


Discussion followed as to the status of the town under Proposition 24 and 
whether this motion would exceed the levy limit. The Moderator allowed a 
brief recess for the parties to confer. 


Upon reconvening, the Attorney who moved the motion, Charles Perkins, 
stated that he wished to substitute the sum of one dollar ($1.00) in place 
of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000) and the motion was so voted. 


The main motion as amended to one dollar was voted by voice vote.

To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


The proposed budget for Fiscal Year 1990, as outlined in the following 
pages, is characterized by a total spending increase that has grown more 
slowly than in the past few years. Overall, town spending will increase by 
$390,000, or 7.4%. Even this increase is higher than was anticipated, but 
local receipts are up (especially excise taxes and fines) and Overlay’ 
Reserve funds are being made available by the assessors. These are funds 
which were reserved for tax abatements in prior years but never used. 


Specific budget increase recommendations for our larger departments 
are as follows: 


School Department: 7.7% 
Police Department: 22% 
Fire Department: 5.9% 


The dramatic increase in the Police Department budget is the direct result 
of spiraling labor costs for court appearances and the supervision of 
persons in custody. Quite simply, changes in the manner in which these 
must be handled has resulted in much higher overtime expenditures for the 
department. For the coming year, the proposed budget will allow the 
department to add an officer which will both improve police cdverage and 
reduce the amount of overtime spending which would have otherwise been 
required. This appears to be the best solution to a difficult situation. 


Article 27 in tonight's warrant will enable the town to fund $61,200 in 
Police, Fire and Highway purchases as well as the Town Hall access ramp 
through the use of the above mentioned Overlay Reserve funds. 


For FY '90 we are recommending $110,000 to be appropriated for the 
Overlay Reserve account, but next year (FY '91) we will probably have to 
fund this account at about $200,000 due to revaluation. Therefor in FY '91 
this additional $90,000 will have to be made up through capital 
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expenditure or operating budget line item reductions. 


The proposed budget also contains no provisions for adding to the 
Stabilization Fund. Some amount of money for this fund would have been 
desirable, but operating budget requests were given a higher priority. Ina 
similar situation, the town's Reserve Fund is recommended at $32,000, 
the same amount as last year. Here again we would like to see this 
funding level higher, but financial realities intercede. 


Articles 8 and 25 in the warrant are similar in that they deal with the 
appointment of elected board members to serve as paid inspectors for 
their departments. We are recommending unfavorable action on both these 
articles in order to allow this function to be carried out by full-time 
department personnel. In the Finance Committee's view, it is time to 
discontinue this practice. 


In an effort to investigate the possibilities of providing services in a 

more cost efficient manner, departments have begun to explore the 
possibilities of regionalization. The trade-offs involved with these 
decisions by school, police and other departments should be fully explored 
and carefully weighed as the options become more well defined. Tonight, 
Article 30 will allow one facet of this process to go forward. 


Decisions regarding the Public Safety Building needs of the town is 
another area which will have significant financial impact in the near 
future. Presently, a three member committee is exploring the alternatives 
available to meet present and future town requirements. 
Recommendations, and their financial ramifications, will become known in 
the coming year. 


Yet another decision to be faced involves the sale of Hopedale's water 
company. A proposal to purchase these assets is expected in the near 
future, and again the benefits and costs to the town must be thoroughly 
examined. The sale, if made, will have an important effect on finances. 


Over the past few years, Hopedale has fared better financially than many 
towns in the state. For the future, however, expectations for present and 
future town services, as well as employee salary increases, must be 
reconciled with mandated spending restrictions. In this respect, our 
situation is similar to that of most other towns in the Commonwealth. 

As the Finance Committee has stated in the past, departments must focus 
onn providing present service levels with in budgets which will only be 
increasing modestly in the near future. We are confident that the town 

can continue to function well within this financial framework.

The Moderator then appointed counters for the evening, swore them in and 
proceeded as follows: 


Article 1: On a motion by Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Robert 
Barrows, it was voted to hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen 
and any other officers, departments and committees of said Town. He then 
offered the following resolution to the meeting for adoption; 


TOWN MEETING RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the very survival of municipal government had depended on 
adequate amounts of local aid from the State, 


WHEREAS, local governments cannot raise the money needed to provide 
essential services without the active participation of the State, 


WHEREAS, local government provides the most basic services to our 
citizens: police and fire protection, education, water and sewer 
services, trash removal and the like, 


WHEREAS, drastic reductions in local aid will inevitably result in 
decreases in basic local services or increases in the regressive 
property tax, 


WHEREAS, 65% of the general public of the Commonwealth oppose cuts 
in local aid, 


WHEREAS, state revenue projections indicate FY 1990 State revenue 
without a State tax increase will increase more than $600 million 
over FY 1989 revenues, 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Hopedale Town Meeting urges the State to 
continue its necessary partnership with municipalities by sharing 
the growth in state revenues with cities and towns as it has for 
the past nine years. 


The Resolution was unanimously adopted by the meeting.

1989 Regional School Study Committee Report 


On October 25, 1988, the formation of a nine-member Regional School Dsitrict 
Study Committee was approved at a Special Town Meeting. The Town Moderator 
appointed the members of this Committee on December 7, 1988, and the first meeting 
was held on December 21, 1988. 


As a broad-based community group with no legal authority, the charter of 
the Hopedale Regional School Study Committee has always been to: 


* further investigate the advantages and disadvantages of a 
regional school district; 


* make formal contact with neighboring School Committees to 
determine if sufficient interest in regionalization issues 
exists in those towns; 


* gather the pertinent educational, student/space, community 
growth and financial data that the Planning Committee would 
need to function, if that Committee is formed this evening, 


All of the Study Committee meetings were held publicly in the Junidr-Senior 
High School Library on Wednesday evenings and a sincere effort was made at all 
times to inform the public of, not only the upcoming meetings, but also the 
results and findings of the weekly meetings as well. In addition to the important 
fact-finding tasks that monopolized a major portion of the Committee's time and 
effort, we also hosted presentations by several distinguished guests, including 
Mr. Thomas Cullen, Superintendent of Schools in the Blackstone-Millville Regional 
School District, who is recognized throughout the state as an authority on the 
formation of a regional school district. 


Also, on March 8, 1989, Dr. Peter Murphy, the Director of the Bureau for 
Regionalization, and Mr. Frank Shea, Hopedale's Regional Representative to the 
Department of Education came to Hopedale for an extremely informative presentation 
on the history of regionalization in Massachusetts and a summary of the planning 
process required to form a regional school district. In response to our formal 
invitation, many members of the Milford School Committee attended this meeting 
which was video-taped along with Mr. Cullen's presentation. Both tapes are 
available to the public through Superintendent Hayes" office. 


This Study Committee has voted unanimously to recommend favorable action on 
the formation of a Regional School District Planning Committee on Article 30 this 
evening.

The motion was duly seconded, then Town Clerk, Mary Draper, moved to amend 
the motion by increasing the Town Clerk's salary by $7,100.00 to $15,000.00, 
said funds to be provided under Article 27 Overlay Surplus. The amended 
motion was seconded. 


A lengthy discussion ensued on the floor relative to the amount of the 
increase being asked for and the number of hours needed to perform the duties 
of the Town Clerk. 


After all parties had an opportunity to be heard, the Moderator called for 
a voice vote on the amended motion. Being unable to determine the vote of 
the meeting a standing vote was requested by the Moderator and the results 
were: 91 in favor and 86 opposed; motion carried. The main motion was then 
passed on a voice vote. 


Article 3: On a motion by Selectman Wagman duly seconded it was unanimously 


voted to authorize the Selectmen to take charge of all legal proceedings for 
or against the Town. 
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Article 4: On a motion by Tax Collector Carolyn Marcotte, duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to authorize the Treasurer/Collector, Carolyn 
Marcotte, to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue for the 
financial year beginning July 1, 1989, in accordance with the provision of 
General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefore, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with the provision of General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


Article 5: On a motion by Treasurer/Collector Carolyn Marcotte, duly 
seconded it was unanimously voted to authorize the Treasurer/Collector to 
enter into compensating balance agreements during Fiscal Year 1990 as 
permitted by Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 53F. 


Article 6: On a motion by Chairman Barrows, duly seconded, it was unanimously 
voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell by sale or public auction any or all 
real estate owned by the Town by reason of the foreclosure of tax titles 
thereon and to execute, acknowledge and deliver a proper deed or deeds 
therefore, authority to expire May 1, 1990. 


Article 7: On a motion by Selectman Bacon, duly seconded, it was voted to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell at a public sale, during a legally 
convened meeting, for such price as they deem necessary, parcels of vacant 
land presently under the control of the Board of Selectmen and not required 
for any municipal purposes. The total area of land sold to any one person 
shall not exceed one acre. A record of all sales giving the name and 
addresses of the purchases, and the area and location of the land sold and 
the price sold therefore, shall be kept by the Selectmen and shall be 
available for public inspection at all reasonable times. Authority therefore 
to expire June 30, 1990. 


Article 8: Commissioner Tarca made a motion to authorize the Board of 
Water and Sewer Commissioners to appoint a member of the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners as the paid Superintendent of Sewers for Fiscal Year 
1990. 


Chairman of the Finance Committee, Donald Comastra, gave an unfavorable 
recommendation as follows: 


“Articles 8 and 25 in the warrant are similar in that they deal with the 
appointment of elected board members to serve as paid inspector for their 
departments. We are recommending unfavorable action on both these articles 
in order to allow this function to be carried out by full-time department 
personnel. In the Finance Committee's view it is time to discontinue this 
practice." 


Commissioner Harold Anderson provided the meeting with a lengthy statement 
as to why he believed as a taxpayer and Commissioner that the position of 
Sewer Superintendent should be approved. 


A lengthy discussion followed by the Town Meeting members asking questions 
on the reasons for the Finance Committee's recommendation and asking Commissioner 
Anderson to clarify his position. At the conclusion of these discussions 
a voice vote was called for by the Moderator and the article was defeated. 
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Article 9: On a motion by Commissioner Phillips, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to appropriate through assessments provided under Chapter 
83, Section 16, and to be collected under Chapter 44, Section 53E, the 
Bond Issue payments due, principal and interest, in the amount of $123,185.00 
for Fiscal Year 1990. 


Article 10: On a motion by Commissioner Tarca, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to appropriate the sum of $251,040.00 to be collected 
under Chapter 83, Section 16, for operational expenses of the Sewer 
Department. 


Article 11: On a motion by Commissioner Anderson, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to appropriate the sum of $259,700.00 to be collected under 
Chapter 41, Section 69B, for operational expenses of the Water Department. 


Article 12: On a motion by Insect Pest Control Superintendent David 
Sawyer, duly seconded, it was unanimously voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 for Insect Pest Control. 


Article 13: On a motion by Insect Pest Control Superintendent David 
Sawyer, duly seconded, it was unanimously voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $750.00 for the suppression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


Article 14: On a motion by Robert Gately, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $680.00 to pay its 
share of costs and expenses of the Central Massachusetts Regional Planning 
Commission District. 


Article 15: On a motion by Committee Member Roger Burns, duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $45,370.00 for 
the town's assessment for the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School. 


Article 16: On a motion by committee member Roger Burns, duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to accept an equal education opportunity grant for 
the Fiscal Year 1989 in the amount of $277,009 under the provisions of 
M.G.L. Chapter 70A, Section 5, as inserted by Chapter 188 of the Acts of 
1985. Said grant shall be paid by the Commonwealth to, and expended by, 
the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District Committee. 


Article 17: On a motion by Committee Member Roger Burns, duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to amend the agreement between the Towns of 
Bellingham, Blackstone, Douglas, Grafton, Hopedale, Mendon, Milford, Millbury, 
Millville, Northbridge, Sutton, Uxbridge and Upton with respect to the 
establishment of a regional vocational high school district in the following 
manner: 
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1. Section 1, paragraph A is amended by striking the words, 
"Annual Town Elections" and inserting in place thereof 
the words "at the biennial state elections in 1990, and in 
every fourth year thereafter, members of the Regional 
District School Committee shall be elected by the voters in 
the. District." 


2..__Section 1, paragraph C is amended by striking the entire 
paragraph entitled Elected Members and inserting in place 
thereof the following: (C) ELECTED MEMBERS 


At the biennial state elections in 1990, and in every 

fourth year thereafter, members of the Blackstone Valley 

Regional School District Committee shall be elected by the 

voters of said District.. The terms of such members shall 

commence on the third day of January following their election. 

If a member town of the District shall not have a candidate 

on the ballot for any such election, then a member from said 

town shall be appointed in accordance with paragraph D of Section 

1 of this Agreement. 
3. Section 1, paragraph E is amended by striking the words, "in 
April" as appearing in Line 2 of said paragraph and inserting 
in place thereof the words "in January". 


Article 18: On a motion by Commission John Cutter, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to authorize the Board of Road Commissioners under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen to accept and expend the sum of $27,832 
pursuant to Chapter 15 of the Acts of 1988. 


Article 19: On a motion by Commissioner John Cutter, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to allow the Board of Road Commissioners, under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Selectmen, to accept and expend the towns share of funds as 
contained in the Commonwealths Highway Aid programs for Fiscal Year 1990. 


On a motion by Commissioner John Cutter, duly seconded, it was unanimously 
voted to pass over Articles 20, 21, 22, 23 and 24 until the next Special Town 
Meeting. 


Article 25: On a motion by Commissioner John Cutter, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to pass over this article. 


Article 26: Finance Committee Chairman Donald Comastra moved to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from any available funds in the Treasury, such sum or 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year, as contained in the Finance Committee report. 


The Chairman then read his committees report to the meeting on a line total basis. 
The Moderator indicated if anyone wanted to discuss a particular item they should 
request that it be held. 


Items being held were the Library, Police and Elected Officials. The Moderator 
ruled that the Elected Officials line item should be approved as recommended 
under Article 26 with the additional funding coming under Article 27. 
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The Moderator called for a vote on all items not being held which passed 
by unanimous voice vote. 


Sue-Ellen Deiana explained to the meeting that the Library Trustees would like 
additional funding to allow for an increase in the morning hours that the 
Library was open. She stated that this could be accomplished with $4,699 being 
added to their budget. Mrs. Deiana then moved to increase the Library Budget 
from $85,194 to $89,893 and to fund said increase by decreasing the amount of 
Article 28, Reserve Fund, by $4,699. This motion was duly seconded and after 

a brief discussion passed on a voice vote. 


Several questions were raised by Mr. Henry Cyr on the Police Budget with him 
indicating that the requested amount was out of line at 22% and moved to 
reduce the Police Budget to 10% over FY'89. 


Police Chief Edward Allard responded to Mr. Cyr's statements and answered all 
of the questions posed by him. Mr. Cyr then withdrew his motion and no action 
was taken to reduce the police budget. 


The Moderator then called for a vote on Article 26 as before the meeting in 
the amount of $5,576,029 which unanimously passed. 


Article 27: On a motion by Chairman Comastra, duly seconded, to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 to be funded by transfer from Overlay 
Surplus for the following expenditure: 


Town Hall- Access Ramp $25,000 


Mary Draper moved to amend the motion to include $7,100 for Elected Officials 
Salaries for the position of Town Clerk and was duly seconded. 


At this time Mr. Comastra stated to the meeting that due to an oversight the 
other Capital costs listed for highway, fire and police had been included 

in the operational budgets of each department and therefore were not needed. 
He also stated that the Finance Committee was opposed to Overlay Surplus 
being used to fund salaries of Elected Officials. 


After some discussion the amendment and the main motion was unanimously 
carried on a voice vote. 


Article 28: On a motion by Chairman Comastra, duly seconded, it was 
voted unanimously to raise and appropriate the sum of $27,301.00 for a 
Reserve Fund for Fiscal Year 1990.

Charles Espanet then reported to the meeting of behalf of the Regional 

School Study Committee, giving a detailed report of the committees activities 
during the past year and recommended that a Planning Committee be formed to 
continue this work. 


After several Town Meeting members asked questions about the work of the 
Regional School Study Committee the Moderator asked for a voice vote 
and the formation of a School Planning Committee was passed. 


Article 31: On a motion by Chairman Comastra, duly seconded, it was 
voted unanimously to pass over this article. 


Article 32: On a motion by Chairman Walter Swift it was unanimously 
voted to authorize the Board of Health to enter into a contract for rubbish 
removal for a one, two or three year term as may be determined by the Board 
of Health to be in the best interest of the Town.

ARTICLE 13: Water and Sewer Commissioner Aldo Tarca moved to allow the Board 
of Selectmen by hereby authorized, on behalf of the Town, to complete negotiations, 
sign, seal, execute and deliver to the Milford Water Company, a private corporation 
doing business in Massachusetts, an agreement, all required deeds and easements and 
such other documents as may be necessary to convey such properties and assets of 
the Hopedale Water Department as may be agreed upon for a selling price of not 
less than $1,300,000, the revenue from this sale to be accepted by the Town and 
used as allowed by the Massachusetts General Laws for the proceeds of sale of 
town property, including without limitation Section 63 of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws; that the Board of Selectmen be further authorized to include any 
other terms and conditions that the Board may believe to be in the best interests 
of the Town of Hopedale; and, further, that the Town hereby petitions the General 
Court for the passage of a special law authorizing and validating the transactions 
herein authorized, including any amendment to the charter of the Milford Water 
Company that may be necessary in connection therewith. 


Discussion on this motion commenced with general questions relative to this sale 
also being asked. 


Selectman Robert Barrows, Chairman of the Board, offered the following amendment 
to the motion: 


I move to create a committee to review the current proposal of the Milford Water 
Company dated April 15, 1989, to the Town of Hopedale as an offer to purchase 
the Hopedale Water Department. Said committee to be charged with the following 
basic responsibilities: 


a) to determine and recommend if this sale would best service the 
residents of Hopedale now and in the future 


b) to determine the optimal purchase price and terms of payment for 
the town that would be fair to the Milford Water Company and yet not 
result in any rate increase for the residents of Hopedale 


c) to determine the net impact on the Town by comparing tax yield from 
the Milford Water Company to useable tax dollars under Proposition 23, 
weighed against new expenditures for the town such as water bills for 
municipal services, hydrant rentals and proration of salaries for 
remaining employees 


ad) any other pertinent information as the committee may deem appropriate 
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This committee shall consist of seven members to be appointed by the 
Moderator; one to be a member of the Board of Selectmen, one to be a 
member of the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners, one to be a member 
of the Finance Committee, and four to be from the community at large. 
Said committee shall be instructed to report back to a Special Town 
Meeting no later than November 15, 1989, so that if a favorable vote is 
granted by the town, budgets can be accurately prepared for Fiscal Year 
r99t. 


Discussions and questions continued on this amendment. Selectman Bacon 
offered to amend the original motion of the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners which would allow the Board of Selectmen to continue 
negotiations and appoint a committee, if necessary, to complete 

any and all requirements to effect this sale of the Water Department 
without having to come back to a future Town Meeting. 


After a brief discussion Selectman Bacon's motion was defeated by voice 
vote and the meeting returned to Chairman Barrows motion. 


After further discussion on a motion duly made and seconded it was voted 
to close off debate and move the question. 


The vote on the amended motion by Chairman Barrows prevailed and the 
amendment passed. The main motion was defeated on a voice vote. 


Chairman Barrows moved to dissolve the warrant at 10:02 P.M.

REPORT FOR FISCAL YEAR 1989 


The Board met regularly on the second Tuesday of each month and 
due to an increased work load it was necessary to also meet on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month. 


The membership of the Board of Health changed this year with the 
election of Michael Cyr. Walter Swift was nominated and appointed 
as Chairman and Michael Cyr was nominated and appointed as Clerk. 


A great deal of the Boards time has been spent working on the 
problems concerning the condition of the landfill owned by M.J. 
Murphy. The owners of this property attended a hearing to try and 
rectify some of the immediate health and safety issues. A meeting 
between M.J. Murphy's attorneys, representatives from the Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering and members of the Board of 
Health was held at the landfill site in order to set the stage for 
proper capping of the facility. 


The condition of the former Draper Plant has also been a major 
concern. 


In June the Board awarded the municipal rubbish collection contract 
to C.B. Trucking of Medway. 


The annual mosquito control program conducted by the Central 
Massachusetts Mosquito Control group began this Spring and spraying 
is continuing on a weekly basis. 


This Spring the annual rabies clinic was held at the Highway 
Department garage with Dr. Richard Heller of the Milford Animal 
Hospital supervising. 


The testing of the water in Hopedale Pond continues in order to 
monitor bacteria levels. 


With the passing of a By-Law at the Special Town Meeting rubbish 
is now being collected at the Laurelwood complex. An agreement 
for Laurelwood was drawn by Town Counsel and approved by the Board 
which would wave the Town and the Board of Health from any liability 
connected with the collection of rubbish in the complex which 
was necessary due to Laurelwood's status as a private way. 


The Board placed an article on the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting which was passed allowing the Board to enter into a one, 
two, or three year contract for rubbish removal. 
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The Board regretfully accepted the resignation of Virginia 
Cyr as Secretary and the resignation of: Michael Cyr as Clerk.

The Griffin-Dennett Apartments, known as Project 667-C, consists 
of eighty apartments and are managed according to regulations set 
forth by the Executive Office of Communities and Development. 


The Authority meets on the second Thursday of each i\month and 
the Annual meeting is held on the second Thursday in March. The Authority 
held twelve regular meetings and one Special meeting during the year 
1988. 


Relative to the proposed conversion of the sewer pumping system 
into the town system, numerous delays have been encountered in the 
Authority obtaining the necessary easements for construction. The 
delay in the sewer project has also resulted in no action being taken 
on the repaving work, which was previously approved.

Library. In November, the Friends of the Library sponsored a 
library survey of all Hopedale households. The results of the 
survey proved useful in planning new services and programs. 
Hcpedale residents requested additional hours and a more flexible 
schedule. In April, the library obtained funding to be open an 
additional two hours in the summer and winter. In addition, 
Hopedale residents requested informational and historical 
programming. Two successful programs were presented by the 
Friends of the Library. In March, over 50 people attended a 

talk by Walter Swift on landscaping and water conservation. On 
May 10, 1989 over 150 people viewed the Hopedale film, “Reflections 
of the Past." Ongoing adult programs included the popular Book 
Review and Discussion Group which meets monthly with 8-12 members 
in attendance at each meeting. 


Under Marjorie Hattersley, the Children's Department presented 
the Summer Reading Program titled "Super Sleuth" to 8 children 
in grades 3-6. A total of 18 children in grades 1 and 2 participated 
in the "Book Parade" program. The pre-school program, "Super 
Sleuth Read-to-me," was succéssful with a total of 21 children 
and their parents reading many books together. Six story hours 
held on Saturday mornings in November and December had an 
attendance of 120 children. Eight Saturday morning story hours 
held in March and April had a total of 167 children in attendance. 
The Vacation Movie Programs in December and February entertained 
60 youngsters. On April 13, a "Circus Arts" program was sponsored 
by the Friends of the Library to celebrate National Library Week 
with approximately 150 in attendance. In April carpeting was 
installed in the Children's Room. A Pre-school Story Hour was 
initiated the last week in June and will run 6 weeks with 17 
children registered. 


Our appreciation to the many volunteers who offered time, 

money and materials to the library. Special thanks to the Friends 
of the Library who have been very active in supporting the library 
this year. The Friends continued to support the restoration of the 
historical collection by having three historical atlases restored. 
The Friends plan to purchase additional furniture and shelving 

for the Children's Room. The Friends and the Hopedale Foundation 
continued to provide the popular museum passes for Boston museums.

REPORT FOR FY'89 


This past year our Board has been supervising one of the largest projects 
ever undertaken by the Road Commissioners, as the General Contractor for 
the replacement of our Freedom Street Bridge. 


This project was accomplished in fpur phases: 


1. Installation of a 12" water main from Hopedale Street to the 
Progress Street side of the bridge. The Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners were responsible for this phase at a 
cost of $62,500.00. 


2. Engineering and designing the new bridge and obtaining all of 
the required state permits and approvals. 


3. Going out to bid on the bridge and town portion of this project. 


4. Awarding the bid to Godreau Corporation of Danvers for construction 
to be completed by July 15, 1989. 


The estimated costs for this project are as follows: 


Town Funds State Aid Total 
Road and Bridge work $ 68,000 $203,000 
Water Main replacement 62,500 


Engineering Design services 20,000 
Engineering Construction 
services 12,000 
$162,500 $203,000 $365,500 


Although the majority of this work is completed and the bridge is now 
open to the public the final bills and engineering certificates have 
not yet been submitted. 


In addition to this project, we were actively working with the State in 
overseeing the installation of our town's first set of traffic signals. 
This project was accomplished through the State Highway Aid Program at a 
total cost of $139,000 of State funds. 


We have repaired sidewalks on Hopedale, Progress, and Freedom Streets as 
well as continuing our road maintenance program. 
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At the request of the Board of Selectmen, several new traffic 
control signs have been installed by our employees. 


Once again, our Town Meeting has accepted several new streets 
adding to this departments duties and Be pal a tae to maintain 
our roadways in all weather conditions. 


Our park maintenance program continued with some of our efforts 
being directed to our Parklands. 


We want to acknowledge the cooperation of all town departments 
this past year, especially thanking Town Administrator John Hayes 
who handled the State Aid Funding Program securing over $340,000 
in total state aid funding for the Town this year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
SCHOOL YEAR 1988-1989 


Membership of the Hopedale School Committee was changed during the annual 
elections in March. Neither incumbent John McGrath, Jr. nor John Abbruzzese 
stood for reelection and were succeeded on the Committee by Susan Hourihan and 
Richard Martin. At the annual reorganizational meeting, Robert M. Goss, Jr. was 
elected Chairman and Robert Metcalf was elected Vice Chairman for the coming year. 


The pattern and frequency of School Committee meetings remained about the same 
during this year. The School Committee meets regularly on the first Tuesday of 
each month and did so eleven times. There were nine special meetings and a 

number of workshop sessions as Committee members wrestled with the continuing issues 
of space, facilities maintenance, budgetary issues and collective bargaining. 


The school system grew by twenty-one students over the summer and opened at 901 
enrollment. A slow down in the general economy and in the real estate market in 
particular, slowed the growth in enrollment as well, during the year and enrollment 
closed at 911. Because the school system is short more than 200 adequate seats at 
the elementary level, space considerations continued to occupy much of the School 
Committee's attention during the year. The opening of Hartford Avenue School and 

the relocation of 125 students to that facility, combined with the relocation of 
kindergarten classes to the Jr.-Sr. High School, provided a much needed short term 
solution. Some additional progress was noted in a new initiative toward a long term 
solution with the creation of a Regional School Study Committee which met regularly 
throughout the year. As a result of this Committee's investigations and preliminary 
discussions with neighboring communities, a recommendation was approved at the Annual 
Town Meeting to create a Regional School Planning Committee, moving these discussions 
one step ahead. A special Town Meeting in June also created an omnibus School Study 
Committee who efforts, it was hoped, would bring all of the options available to the 
Town Meeting together at some near point in the future. 


This was a significant year in personnel areas, particularly at the administrative 

level where three of the four administrative positions were affected. Andrea Hallion 
assumed the elementary principalship in July. Linda Gross was named Director of 

Pupil Personnel Services in September. High School Principal Albert C. Sayles announced 
his intention to retire after 30 years in the system, 20 of which had been served as 
Principal, effective at the end of the summer. Barry Cahill was named to succeed 

Mr. Sayles and was expected to commence his employment on August |. 


Other long term members of the staff who concluded their careers and entered retirement 
this year were Barbara Kingsley, Chairman of the Foreign Language Department, Marion 
Prentiss, Director of School Food Services, and food service employee Edith Berry. 


The Class of 1989 graduated 66 members with 70% of the class indicating plans to 
further their education. The college board scores for students matriculating at four 
year colleges was 498 verbal and 496 math. Hopedale students’ performance on the 
Mass. Basic Skills Test at grades 3, 6, and 9 continued to demonstrate a high level 
of mastery of basic skills and placed them above 95% scores at all three grade 
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levels in reading, mathematics and writing for the third year in a row. The 
Statewide Assessment Tests were given to students in grades 4, 8, and 12 this 

year for the first time and while the results were comparable to previous scores 
and at, or above, the similar scores for the kind of community and statewide 
averages raised some questions that will require curriculum follow-up in the years 
to come. 


A Books and Beyond reading program and Odyessy of the Mind competition for elementary 
and junior high school aged students were two additional programs receiving a lot 

of support this year. Federal grants provided money for the investigation of an 
integraded, pre-school program in early childhood and special auditorium presentations 
through the Block Grant. Chapter I continued to underwrite a remedial program in 
reading and mathematics. Growth in the schools was paralleled by growth in the 
parental involvement. P.A.C.E. volunteers increased the service time to more than 
2,200 hours as they continued to support several ongoing programs with the library, 
the math-a-thon and the science fair among the most notable. Both P.A.C.E. at the 
elementary: level and PHASE II at the high school level expressed concern during the 
year about their organization's capacity to continue in light of some of the organ- 
izational and membership issues which they were confronting. As the page turns on 
the new school year, a membership and organizational issues will be the chief 
concerns of these important adjuncts to the school family. 


At year's end, pressing financial concerns emanating from both Town Meeting and the 
State House in Boston were displacing space and student population issues as the 
most urgent matters occupying the School Committee's attention. The financial 
limitations facing the School Committee threatened to force an absolute decision on 
the part of the community in the near future as to the viability of maintaining an 
independent K-12 school system. Despite advancing difficulties and amid prospects 
of growing concerns about the level of service, both the members of the Hopedale 
School Committee and the members of the staff of the Hopedale Schools are pledged to 
provide the very best program and educational opportunity for each and every child 
that is possible within the resources that are provided. While those resources may 
be strained and the commitment tested as our community and our school system face 
the difficult growth period, we are confident that the long tradition and history 
that has set Hopedale apart as a truly exceptional place to live and raise children 
will continue to provide the beacon for us to follow.

The Board of Selectmen held twenty-six (26) .regular meetings and six (6) 
special meetings during Fiscal Year 1989, with the majority of our special 
meetings involving collective bargaining with our Fire, Police and Call 
Firefighters unions. In addition, we met jointly with the Mendon Board of 
Selectmen to discuss issues of mutual concern. 


The Board handled and processed the routine business of the town including; 
appointments, permits, licenses and conducting of public hearings as are 
required by law. 


During our regular meetings the Board acted on the following issues: 


*Supported the City of Worcester in their lawsuit against the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to require funding to the cities and towns 
for mandated educational requirements. 


*Conducted a Classification Hearing for the Fiscal Year 1988 tax rate 
and voted to establish a residential factor of .96. 


*Established a citizens group to work under the guidance of the 
Conservation Commission for the management of the Spindleville Pond. 


*Re-negotiated a two year lease for Mei's Diner. 


*Formed a local Housing Partnership Commission under the Massachusetts 
Housing Partnership Act. 


*Received and reviewed a report compiled by Adaptive Environments of 
Boston on the accessibility of the Town Hall to the handicapped. 


*Signed a bridge contract with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works to replace the Freedom Street Bridge in the amount of $203,295. 


*Adopted new regulations for town easements as recommended by Town 
Counsel. 


*Accepted a 100% state grant to convert our accounting system to the 
UMAS system. 


*Commenced meetings with the Commission for the Handicapped to provide 
a ramp to the Town Hall and with the leadership of the Commission proceeded 
to obtain bids for the services of a design architect for this project. 
The firm of Trimble, Nichols and Steel was awarded the contract to design 
this long overdue project. 


*Received a petition signed by three hundred twenty four (324) residents 
to allow rubbish removal within the Laurelwood complex and called a Special 
Town Meeting to consider this request. 
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*Re-negotiated the town’s lease with the Directors of the Hopedale 
Country Club to bring the terms of this lease into compliance with 
M.G.L. Chapter 61B at a 25% factor. 


*Formed a Public Safety Building Committee to review the current 
condition of our Public Safety Building, assess the building needs of 
our Fire and Police Departments and make recommendations back to the 
Board. Upon a preliminary review it was determined that funding would 
be required for the professional services of an architect and after the 
public bidding process the firm of Reinhardt Associates of Agawam, 
Massachusetts has been selected to assist the Commission. 


*Completed temporary structural repairs to the apparatus floor of 
the Public Safety Building. 


*Conducted the required Classification Hearing for Fiscal Year 1989 
tax rate and voted to establish a residential factor of .92. 


*Sold two small parcels of land, one on Adin Street and one on 
Pierce Street, to residents whose property abutted said unused town property. 


*Made repairs to the slate roof on the Town Hall and relined copper 
gutters and replaced several downspouts. 


*Met with members of the Hopedale Cable Access Corporation in an effort 
to promote more interest in our local cable programming. 


*Reached an agreement with Local 2225 International Association of 
Firefighters and Local 164 Massachusetts Coalition of Police regarding 
salary increases for FY'90. As of June 30th we have not reached an 
agreement with the Call Firefighers Association. 


*Our towns first set of traffic control signals became operational in 
the Fall of 1988. This project was funded by a state grant and the 
engineering services were provided by the town but funded under the 
State Highway Aid Program. The only cost to the Town was for a minor land 
taking in the amount of $700.00. The total cost of this project was 
$139,700.00. 


*Fire Chief David Durgin was appointed as the Right to Know Coordinator 
and through his efforts brought the town into compliance with the provisions 
of this state mandated law. 


*Signed a one year contract with Police Lieutenant Eugene P. Costanza. 


*Sold the old army surplus tank truck and arranged to obtain the old 
Highway Department pick-up truck through the cooperation of the Highway 
Department. This pick up will be converted into a brush/utility vehicle 
for the Fire Department at a cost of less than $1,000.00. 


*Through the efforts of Tax Collector Carolyn Marcotte we began to 
aggressively pursue all outstanding taxes owed to the Town. 


*Received a petition from one hundred forty (140) registered voters 
requesting a School Study Committee be created and voted to insert said 
request on the Special Town Meeting warrant. 


*Voted to install "Stop" signs at various locations within the center 
of town and around the town park to improve public safety in these areas. 
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*Completed town audits for Fiscal Year 1986 and 1987. 


*Voted to recommend the establishment of a five (5) to nine (9) 
member committee to study the possible sale of our Water Department 
to the Milford Water Company. 


*The Board was involved in several legal issues with Town Counsel. 
The Town of Mendon filed suit against the Town of Hopedale relative to 
Hartford Avenue and the exact location of the boundary between the two 
towns. A zoning suit was filed on South Main Street involving Brauns 
Express, the Town of Hopedale, and Mr. & Mrs. Joseph Burns with litigation 
still pending in these areas. 


*The Board deeply regretted receiving the resignation of Robert S. 
Phillips as our Town Clerk and Town Counsel. Bob has served Hopedale 
since 1972 as our legal counsel and since 1974 as our Town Clerk. He 
will be missed by all who had the privilege to know and work with him 
through the years. We wish he and Joyce a long, healthy, and happy 
semi-retirement. 


*Due to the resignation of Mr. Phillips, Mary L. Draper, assistant, 
was appointed as Town Clerk and was then elected to the position at our 
annual town election. 


*After conducting interviews and a selection process Attorney Stephen 
Dawley was appointed Town Counsel. We are confident that Attorney Dawley 
will serve Hopedale and her residents well in the year ahead. 


*We wish to express our public appreciation to the Milford Savings 
Bank for their generous donation of a safe currently being utilized in 
our General Office. 


*Chairman Annette Lawson made a personal decision this year not to 
seek re-election at this time. We wish to express our sincere appreciation 
to Annette for the countless hours of service she has given to Hopedale. 
Her expertise will be missed and we wish her well in the years ahead. 


*Lastly, as always, we want to extend our heartfelt thanks to all of 
our town employees and officials who through their dedication to public 
service make it possible for us to continue to serve you.

REPORT FOR FISCAL YEAR 1989 


During Fiscal Year 1989 this Board conducted twelve (12) regular 
and seven (7) special meetings. The majority of our special meetings 
dealt with negotiating and reviewing the offer of the Milford Water 
Company to purchase our Water Department. 


This year we saw a decrease in the number of new customers directly 
relating to the reduced growth within Hopedale. Our water customers 
went from 1,792 to 1,840 and sewer customers from 1,723 to 1,769. 


The Board reviewed plans for the following roads and/or subdivisions; 
final plans for Highland Estates, four new homes off Boyd Road and a 
small subdivision off of Charlesgate Road. 


We inspected and recommended for Town Meeting approval the following 
installations within these various roads; Tillotson Road, Lapworth Circle, 
Business Way, Evergreen Drive, a portion of Westcott Road, Whitney 
Road, Moore Road, Tandem Way and Sandy Hill Road. 


Prior to entering into discussions with the Milford Water Company we 
held several meetings with W.G.B. Construction Company, their consulting 
engineers Dufresne-Henry, and Guerriere & Halnon Engineering relative to 
the status of our Pinecrest system and the possible need of an additional 
water tank. These discussions have been temporarily placed on hold until 
the town makes a decision on the sale of the Water Department. 


The most challenging part of our responsibilities this year was prompted 
by an inquiry from the Milford Water Company asking if we would be interested 
in selling our Water Department. This resulted in an appraisal being 
performed, several negotiation sessions and a recommendation from this 
Board to divest ourselves of this department for a selling price of 
not less than $1,300,000. The Town Meeting has voted to refer this 
matter over to a study committee and all of the information that we 
have gathered shall be shared with this committee. 


For the first time in many years we found ourselves having to declare 
a water emergency within the Town of Hopedale and instituting and enforcing 
a water ban on the outside use of water. The overwhelming majority of our 
customers adhered to our regulations and we would like to express our 
appreciation to them for their understanding and cooperation. 
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On a positive note, our rehabilitated Greene Street well field 
is back on line after an absence of twelve plus years. We have 
installed a new 36" gravel packed well which is currently yielding 
slightly over 100,000 gallons of water per day. The cost of this project 
was shared between a $100,000 D.E.Q.E. grant through the State and the 
Town. The Water Department was required to pay for engineering services 
and the balance of materials needed to complete this work. The total 
cost of the project was $140,000, with a cost of approximately $40,000 
to the Water Department. We wish to publicly express our appreciation 
to our Water Department employees who worked in unison in order to 
restore this facility. 


In-an ongoing effort to upgrade our sewer system the Board has 
contracted an Infiltration/Inflow System Study with Weston and Sampson 
Engineering Company. At present we are proceeding cautiously due to 
the uncertainty of matching state funds being available. 


Within the Water Department we completely rehabilitated our Mill 
Street well field; cleaning, installing a new collection system, and 
replacing twelve (12) 24" wells. This has allowed us to more 
effectively utilize this field and coupled with the Greene Street 
well field has given us a most reliable source of water. 


During the year we hired one additional employee to be shared by our 
Water and Sewer Departments, Timothy Watson. Tim began his 
duties in November as a Laborer/Trainee. 


The Board entered into an agreement with Neckwood Realty Trust of 
Mendon for seventeen homes to connect to our municipal sewer system. 
The maintenance of this system shall be the responsibility of a separate 
association and not the Hopedale Sewer Department. 


One of our more pleasurable duties was to formally vote to reduce your 
sewer rate from .0140 to .0125 for the coming year. This was a direct 
result of revenues exceeding expenditures. 


At present the Board, in conjunction with New England Treatment 
Company of Woonsocket, Rhode Island, is exploring the feasibility of 
removing and incinerating our sludge at the Woonsocket facility. 
These discussions are in the preliminary stages and hopefully they 
will provide us with a permanent solution to this ongoing problem. 


Chairman Kenneth Mooradian, who had served this Board for six 
years, chose not to seek reelection. We wish to thank Ken for his 
service to Hopedale and wish him well in the years ahead. 


The most significant concern of this Board is to have an adequate 
supply and reserve of water available at all times. Hopedale has 
limited water resources and our planning is predicated on domestic 
use. We do not have a supply which allows us the luxury of unlimited 
external use of water. This problem is not unique to Hopedale, several 
towns experience similar supply problems during peak demand periods, 
so please be sensitive to your limited supply of water and do your 
share to practice water conservation. 


Once again, our appreciation goes to all our employees in the 
Water and Sewer Departments and those employees in the General Office 
that assist us, and you, on a daily basis.

FISCAL YEAR 1989 STARTED FOLLOWING FINAL CERTIFICATION OF OUR NEW VALUATION 
PROGRAM FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988. OUR PUBLIC DISCLOSURE OF VALUES TOOK PLACE 
DURING JULY 1988 WITH FINAL TAX BILLS MAILED AUGUST 8, 1988. 


BETWEEN AUGUST 8,1988 AND SEPTEMBER 8, 1988 MANY APPLICATIONS FOR ABATEMENT 
OF REAL ESTATE WERE FILED, HOWEVER, UPON REVIEW 507% WERE FOUND TO HAVE NO 
BASIS, THAT IS THE SUBSTANTIAL SALES ACTIVITY DURING THE 1986 ANALYSIS YEAR 
INDICATED THAT THE VALUES WERE SOUNDLY BASED ON THE MARKET DATA AS REQUIRED 
BY THE STATE CERTIFICATION STANDARDS. THE OTHER 507% WERE GRANTED ABATEMENTS 
PRIMARILY DUE TO OUTDATED INFORMATION IN THE PROPERTY CHARACTERISTICS FILE,

the Office of Civil Defense during the fiscal year ending on June 

30th, 1989. 

During the past year, I purchased a new Civil Defense radio which is 

in direct communications with other Civil Defense headquarters, including 
Sector 3B replacing the old quonset (tube type) radio which was 
approximately 40 years old. I also met with the Director of Sector 3B 
on severly occasions, Sector 3B Director Henry J. Gamache was joined 

at these meetings by Linda Lecuyer, who was recently transferred from 
Sector 1 to assist in Sector 3. 

The 10 KVA surplus generator which is located in the Public Safety 
Building, which is a World War 11 model, should, in my opinion be 
replaced as soon as money becomes available. This is a must. New 
battery was purchased for same. During the past year, I attended 
several seminars. Three of the seminars were conducted at Sector 3B 
headquarters in Westboro. Radio and checkerboard tests have been conducted 
on a regular basis throughout the past 12 months. Hopedale's Civil 
Defense unit is responsible for notifying six area towns in the 
emergency test network program. 

As has been the practice in the past, crutches, a walker, canes, stools 
and commodes have been loaned to residents in need of them at no charge 
through the Civil Defense unit. At this time I would like to express 
thanks and appreciation to the members of the Fire and Highway 
Departments for their assistance in delivering these items to residents 


in need of them.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1988-89 


The membership of the Conservation Commission changed during the year when, following the 
resignation of long-time member David Guglielmi, Louis Arcudi was appointed, bringing the 
Commission to its full complement of five members. The Commission continued to meet as 
necessary during the year with the level of activity essentially unchanged. In the nine 
regular and two special meetings that were called, the Commission held eight Public 
Hearings on Notice of Intent for new projects, granted one Certificate of Compliance, 
investigated five allegations of wetlands violations, and conducted a number of informal 
site inspections. 


Although new construction activity had slowed during this year and the size of the projects 
reduced, the complexity of issues continued to increase as the open space presented 
developers with increasing problems. The issuance of.new regulations during the past 

year also required Commission members' attention to greater detail and increased the 

level of enforcement activity. 


Several workshop sessions were conducted during the year as Commission members continued 
work on the "Open Space Plan" which, at year's end, was nearing completion. The next 
step in the process will be a Public Hearing on the Plan locally prior to its submission 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Efforts to obtain initial funding for the 
implementation of the Plan fell victim to the budgetary restrictions imposed at Town 
Meeting, but the Commission efforts will continue in this area. 


Commission members attended several workshops and conferences conducted by the Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering during the year to assist the Commission's development 
in the increasingly technical areas of wetlands regulation. Among the most promising 

of the projects initiated during the year was the formation of the Mill River Advisory 
Board which is a multiple community effort to protect the Mill River and its watershed 
area, and the beginning of the mapping of vernal pools throughout the community by 
Commission members. 


Looking forward to next year, the Commission hopes to complete and begin implementation 

of the Open Space Plan. This will involve explorations at acquring additional conservation 
land for enjoyment of residents and protection of the wetlands resources. A significant 
part of this will be the continuation of the activity of the Mill River Advisory Board, 

for this river is the single most significant wetlands resource that we have. Beyond 

these efforts, the monitoring of developers’ compliance with the wetlands regulations 

and Orders of Condition issued by the Commission are expected to be the main thrust of 

the Commission's efforts during 1989.

Report of Town Counsel 


With the retirement of Attorney Robert S. Phillips as Town 
Counsel, I was appointed by the Board of Selectmen to succeed him 
effective January 9, 1989. Having now served approximately six 
months as Town Counsel, I have a heightened appreciation for the 
effective and self-effacing manner in which Mr. Phillips served 
the Town of Hopedale for many years, and for his adherence to the 
best interests of the Town as his guiding principle. 


At the time I began as Town Counsel, there were two pending 
law suits against the Town in Milford District Court; one of 
these has since been dismissed. Also pending was a suit brought 
in the Massachusetts Land Court by the Town of Mendon seeking, 
among other things, an adjudication of the location of the 
Hopedale-Mendon town line. The parties are currently awaiting 
the findings and opinion of the Department of Public Works 
relative to this matter. 


Since January, a new suit has been filed in Worcester 
Superior Court against the Town and a number of other defendants. 
The plaintiffs in this case are challenging certain actions by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals and other town boards relative to 
abutting residential and commercial properties off of Route 140, 
and are seeking both monetary and injunctive relief. 


Due to the Town's revaluation, there have also been a number 
of petitions filed with the Appellate Tax Board by property 
owners seeking abatements. 


In addition to the aforementioned litigation, I have also had 
the opportunity to render several legal opinions, draft 
agreements, review various legal documents, and perform 
miscellaneous other services. 
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I wish to underscore the policy established by the Board of 
Selectmen that all requests for the services of Town Counsel must 
be in writing and directed to the Board of Selectmen who, by Town 
Meeting vote, are charged with overseeing the Town's legal 
affairs. Requests for Town Counsel services which are approved 
by the Board of Selectmen will be forwarded to me. 


I am grateful to the Board of Selectmen for appointing me as 
Town Counsel, and look forward to continued service to the Town 
of Hopedale. I would also like to thank all town officers and 
employees for their cooperation. I would especially like to 
thank Mr. John Hayes, the Town Administrator, and the general 
office staff for their accessibility and assistance.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale; 
I herewith submit the report of the Hopedale Fire Department for July 1, 1988 
to June 30, 1989. 


As in the past years due to the rapid growth and development of Hopedale and 
surrounding towns, the Fire Department experienced a 25% increase in requests 
for fire related emergency calls while requests for emergency medical services 
(EMS) also increased slightly. Response by fire apparatus increased in number 
by 88, while inspectional services and investigations remained near last years 
figure due to increased inspections, education, and enforcement. 


As reported last year, this demand for service has taxed our daytime hour 
staffing resources beyond their capabilities. Being unable to provide a 
first alarm response of 12 firefighters during the day not only contributes 
to the potential of increased civilian injury and death as well as property 
loss but also endangers the safety of the firefighters as they are forced 
to perform the duties normally accomplished by two to three times the 
available personnel. 


The priorities for the future of the department should be to provide a 
minimum of two firefighters on each shift, provide full time civilian 
dispatch to eliminate any possibility of the telephones and radios going 
unanswered in an emergency, and to schedule replacement of apparatus 
through capital planning. The staffing of two firefighters on each shift 
would bring the Town in line with staffing requirements of the National 
Fire Protection Association and return the departments personnel back 

to the 1980 level, before a 50% staff reduction due to implementation of 
Proposition 2}. 


Steel floor plates were installed in the apparatus floor of the Public 
Safety Building, as recommended by the engineering report, to reduce overload. 
This installation is only intended to be a short term solution and must be 
addressed in FY'91. 


The Fire Alarm Telegraph system is in grave need of line replacement and 
general maintenance as well as having the trees surrounding them trimmed. 
The reliability of this system is at question due to the age of the 
messenger cable and lack of maintenance due to inadequate funding. A 
decision will have to be made as to the continued use of the system as 
requests for funding have gone unanswsered. 


I would like to remind all residents and property owners that smoke detectors 
are required by law in all buildings used for residential purposes. Smoke 
detectors provide the only defense for you and your family in the event of 
a fire. Most deaths which occur during a fire are due to smoke inhalation. 
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Please regularly check your smoke detectors to make certain they are 
in working order and change the batteries yearly. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, and 
recognize the dedication of both the Permanent and Call Firefighters 
who continue to answer the resident's requests for help in their 
time of need.

The commission met monthly from September to June for regular 
business. Additional meetings were held with the Finance 
Committee to discuss the budget and with the Board of Selectmen 
to report on the selection of architects for the ramp. 


The major work of the Commission was the review of proposals from 
11 architectural firms for the construction of the ramp for the 
Town Hall. Interviews were scheduled with 6 firms, 4 of whom 
responded. The firm of Trimble, Nichols, Steele Architects of 
Cambridge, MA were selected and recommended by the Commission. 
Negotiations were conducted by the Board of Selectmen. Work is 
to begin as soon as all requirements have been met. 


At the request of the Massachusetts Office of Handicapped Affairs 
the Commission completed a community access report which was a 
partial assessment requested of all Commissions to provide an 
overview of barriers and access to municipal government 
throughout Massachusetts. Although Hopedale does not have 
accessibility to all Town services we are making progress. There 
are still many towns who do not have Commissions for the 
Handicapped. Three members of the Commission have copies of the 
summary compiled by the State Office. It is available to any one 
wishing to review it. 


One new handicapped parking place has been established since the 
last report, in front of the post office. The parking places at 
the high school have been improved by means of stand up signs. 


The Commission participated in the Day in the Park program of the 


Arts Council in September 1988 via a raffle of a TV and other 
prizes donated by town merchants. We plan to participate again 
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this year. 


The Commission attended the meeting of the Municipal Commissions 
of the MetroWest/Blackstone Region to review legislation for the 
Handicapped and to share ideas, problems and possible solutions. 
The regional meetings are convened by the State Office of 
Handicapped Affairs. The Milford Commission hosted the meeting 
at the Milford Town Library.

ANNUAL REPORT POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department is pleased to note that this past year we 
had a slight decrease in reported motor vehicle accidents, with 
no reported fatalities. It is obvious that the residents, as 
well as the community visitors, have become more aware of the 
motor vehicle code. This was a goal that we have desperately 
tried to reach. Hopefully, with the continuation of a stringent 
motor vehicle enforcement program we will assist in the 
elimination of the needless waste of human life and property due 
to the improper or unlawful operation of motor vehicles on our 
streets. We are very appreciative to all of the individuals 
that have taken those few extra minutes to comply with the Motor 
Vehicle Rules and Regulations; your efforts in this regard are 
beginning to pay off. Please continue in that effort, the life 
that you save may very well be your own or a member of your 
family. 


The Department did face a 36% increase in investigative calls 
for service, a 70% increase in felony arrests, and a 109% 
increase in misdemeanor arrests. While the numbers are high 
they seem to be in line with the overall] projection due to the 
population increase. It should be noted that the high 
percentage of arrests follow an above average clearance rate of 
70%; showing only 30% of reported crime in Hopedale not leading 
to an arrest / complaint being issued. 


We continue to face serious problems in the communications area, 
are lacking a proper office facility and detention facilities; 
which must be addressed in the immediate future. The Public 
Safety Building simply can no longer safely house the Fire and 
Police Departments without some serious consideration towards 
renovation and repair. 


Once again I would like to thank the residents, Board of 
Selectmen, and all other Town Boards and Departments for their 
assistance during this past fiscal year. I want to also thank 
the members of the Department, as our goals could not be reached 
without you.

REPORT FOR FISCAL YEAR 1989 


This past year I have begun the process of bringing this Department up to 
currently accepted standards for the collection of taxes, with the cooperation 
of the Town Accountant, Board of Assessors, and the Town Administrator. 


With Town Meeting approval we were able to computerize our Excise Tax Collection 
program in March of 1988 and continue to incorporate our Real Estate and Personal 
Property tax collections into the computer in March of 1989. These changes now 
allow for this office to aggressively collect revenues owed to the town which 

in time will improve our overall cash flow. 


In addition, I have begun the process of placing liens on uncollected parcels at 
the Registry of Deeds. This process, coupled with the review and collection of 
"uncollectable prior years taxes", should provide the town with a more positive 
financial picture that hopefully will allow the state to provide us with a 
certification of free cash.
